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Verbs,  participles,  poetry,  and  short  stories  are 
just  a  few  of  the  subjects  read  and  studied  by  the  1761 
pupils  in  the  English  department  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Brenda  Campbell.  Courses  may  betaken  all  of 
the  four  years  of  high  school,  however,  only  three  years 
are  required. 

There  are  several  elective  courses  offered  if  one 
wishes  to  continue  his  study  and  increase  his  knowledge 
of  grammar  and  literature.  Such  courses  are:  Speech  I, 
II,  HI,  and  IV,  which  include  panel  discussions,  oral 
reports,  history  of  drama,  play  production,  and  de- 
bating; Journalism  I,  which  is  the  study  of  modern 
daily  newspapers  and  news  writing;  and  Library 
Science,   which  is   student   help  in  the  Library. 

Courses  offered  only  to  seniors  are  College 
Composition  and  English  Literature  (college  prep 
courses),  and  Bible  Literature. 

A  new  course  will  be  offered  to  Ben  Davis  stu- 
dents in  the  coming  year.  English  Developmental 
Reading  will  be  offered  as  another  college  prepara- 
tory course  for  above  average  students  desiring  to 
improve  their  reading  speed.

The  world  of  business  is  constantly  looking  for 
qualified  persons  to  enter  the  field.  The  opportunities 
are  numerous  and  the  demand  is  great.  Ben  Davis 
has  a  sufficient  commerce  department  to  give  its  stu- 
dents a  basic  background  for  business  and  prepare 
them  for  a  secretarial  or  clerical  job.  Many  of  the 
commerce  students  receive  a  job  before  leaving  high 
school  through  the  department  head,  Mrs.  Jessie 
Kirk,  who  recommends  various  students  to  businesses 
that  call  for  her  assistance  in  securing  a  secretary  or 
other  person  in  the  field  of  business.  Some  take  the 
Civil  Service  test  and  receive  government  jobs  if  they 
successfully  pass  the  test. 

Eleven  members  of  the  faculty  are  teachers  in  the 
commerce  department,  and  approximately  1200  stu- 
dents are  enrolled  in  the  different  business  courses. 
The  following  courses  are  offered:  Bookkeeping  I,  II, 
III,  &  IV;  Shorthand  I,  II,  in,  &  IV;  Typing  I,  II,  &  III; 
Selling  &  Retailing  I  &  II;  General  Business  I  &  II; 
Clerical  Practice;  and  Comptometer  Operating.  Senior 
Typing  is  also  offered  as  a  one  semester  course  to 
non-commercial  seniors. 

Each  year  at  the  annual  Honor  Day  convocation, 
the  commerce  department  rewards  deserving  com- 
merce majors  on  the  basis  of  their  scholastic  achieve- 
ment. This  year's  school  award  was  given  to  Sue  Shopp.

And  heading  that 
way  are  Janet  Troutt,  Bonnie  Thomas,  Charley  McCullen 
and  George  Wildman,  who  demonstrate  the  attire  worn  by 
the  Spanish  people. 
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The  world  is  very  large,  but  the  peoples  of  the 
world  are  growing  closer  together.  Different  countries 
have  different  languages  which  sometimes  creates  a 
barrier.  Many  people  are  learning  new  languages  and 
expanding  their  knowledge  though,  and  this  is  demon- 
strated at  Ben  Davis  in  the  Language  Department, 
under  Mrs.  Helen  Mercer. 

The  following  courses  are  offered  in  the  depart- 
ment: Beginning  Latin,  Caesar,  Cicero,  Vergil;  Begin- 
ning Spanish,  and  second  year  Spanish.  Two  hundred 
and  forty-five  pupils  are  enrolled  in  Beginning  Latin, 
90  in  Caesar,  22  in  Cicero,  70  in  Beginning  Spanish, 
and  20  in  second  year  Spanish. 

Beginning  Spanish  and  Latin  are  offered  to 
freshman  students,  and  the  advanced  courses  follow 
a  normal  procedure.  Cicero  and  Vergil  are  offered  in 
alternate  years  at  Ben  Davis.  These  courses  are 
enjoyed  by  the  students  that  take  them,  and  it  gives 
them  the  experience  of  learning  about  other  countries 
and  their  customs.  Usually  advanced  Latin  pupils  like 
Vergil  best. 

A  foreign  language  is  very  useful  to  any  person. 
Latin  is  the  building  block  of  English,  and  many  of  our 
laws  of  government  were  patterned  from  the  Roman 
government.  Spanish  proves  very  valuable  to  any 
student  taking  it  because  it  is  the  language  of  our 
nearest  neighbor. 

At  present  the  Latin  Club  at  Ben  Davis,  which  is 
affiliated  with  the  National  Junior  Classical  League, 
is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  state. 
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Pointing  out  a  place  of  importance  on  the  world  map  is  Mr.  Mimis  Antonopoulos  as  his  World  History  class  watches. 
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What  has  happened  in  the  past,  what  is  happen- 
ing now,  and  what  could  happen  in  the  future  are  all 
part  of  Social  Studies. 

Four  semesters  of  Social  Studies  are  required 
including  two  semesters  of  United  States  History  and 
one  of  Government.  Although  these  are  the  only  re- 
quired subjects  in  this  department,  there  are  many 
others  offered.  There  are  approximately  1200  pupils 
enrolled  in  the  Social  Studies  Department. 

The  teachers  and  the  subjects  they  teach  are  as 
follows:  Mr.  Mimis  Antonopoulos,  Mr.  Harvey 
Laughlin,  Mr.  William  Price,  and  Mr.  Woodrow 
Staton,  United  States  history;  Mr.  John  Bradley,  Mr. 
William  Henley,  and  Mr.  James  Ray,  world  history; 
Miss  Olive  Carruthers,  government  and  Social  Studies 
Department  Head;  Mr.  William  Price,  geography;  and 
economics  and  psychology  are  taught  by  Mr.  John  Shaw. 

In  United  States  history  you  gain  a  knowledge  of 
the  early  life  in  America  right  up  to  the  present  day, 
while  world  history  acquaints  the  student  with  men 
and  nations  all  over  the  world  from  the  beginning  of 
recorded  time.

An  added  interest  in  the  mathematics  department 
of  Ben  Davis  High  School  has  been  shown  this  year  by 
the  enrollment  of  approximately  1000  students  in  the 
various  math  classes. 

"Ben  Davisites"  are  beginning  to  realize  the  im- 
portance of  math  in  this  entering  "Space  Age".  It  is 
the  opinion  of  many  educational  leaders  throughout  the 
nation  that  a  good  mathematics  background  is  almost 
imperative  to  a  well-rounded  education  today. 

Among  the  math  courses  offered  at  B.  D.  are  the 
following:  general  math,  shop  math,  four  semesters 
of  algebra,  three  of  geometry,  two  of  trigonometry, 
and  one  of  college  algebra. 

Ben  Davis  students  have  the  opportunity  of  doubling 
up  in  the  math  courses  offered  in  order  to  take  more 
high  school  math  than  is  normally  offered  in  the  eight 
semesters.  The  advantage  of  this  is  that  these  students 
may  have  the  opportunity  of  entering  into  the  more 
advanced  math  courses  when  they  enter  college.  One 
example  of  this  is  the  new  coursethatis  being  offered 
at  B.  D.  which  is  college  algebra.  This  is  a  one- 
semester  course  offered  only  in  the  second  semester 
to  prepare  seniors  for  college  mathematics.

The  leaders  of  America  proclaim  to  the  youth 
of  our  country  the  need  for  thorough  preparation  for 
living  in  a  scientific  age.  The  enrollment  of  600 
pupils  in  the  Science  Department  certainly  shows  a 
definite  interest  in  this  field  by  some  of  the  students 
of  Ben  Davis  High  School.  The  four  divisions  of  the 
Science  Department,  in  which  these  600  pupils  are 
distributed  are  Biology,  Botany,  Physics,  and 
Chemistry. 

At  the  present  Physics  is  the  most  advanced  area 
of  the  Science  Department.  Before  taking  Physics 
a  student  must  have  had  Algebra  and  Geometry.  Ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Daryl  Miller,  Head  of  the  Science 
Department,  a  course  in  advanced  science  will  be  of- 
fered in  the  near  future.  This  course  is  available  only 
to  a  group  of  selected  pupils,  and  therefore  will  become 
the  most  advanced  area  in  the  department. 

The  enrollment  in  science  classes  is  expected  to 
increase  by  a  large  margin  next  year.  The  number  of 
Biology  students  will  double.  There  will  be  three  large 
classes  of  Physics,  five  large  classes  of  Botany,  and 
four  large  classes  of  Chemistry.  The  increase  in  the 
biology  classes  is  due  to  the  fact  that  only  sophomores 
and  a  few  select  freshmen  can  take  Biology.  These 
freshmen  must  make  above  average  grades  and  must 
be  interested  in  continuing  his  study  of  science. 
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Paintings,  charcoals,  chalks,  and  other  drawings 
decorate  the  walls  of  room  101.  You  guessed  it;  it's 
the  art  room. 

Mrs.  Faye  Nelson,  head  of  the  Art  Department, 
has  enrolled  in  her  classes  90  students,  all  of  which 
are  distributed  in  Art  I  through  VIII. 

The  Art  Department  does  paintings  and  drawings 
in  many  phases.  The  students  work  in  still  life,  land- 
scape,  and  designs  in  oil,  water  color,  and  ink. 

Benefits  such  as  posters,  signs  for  convocations 
and  athletic  games,  and  scenery  for  the  dramatic 
department  productions  are  just  a  few  of  the  projects 
provided  by  this  department. 

Students  who  are  outstanding  in  the  field  of  art 
enter  in  such  contests  as  a  Poppy  poster  and  safety 
poster  contest.  There  are  also  scholastic  awards 
offered  to  the  art  students  who  show  future  talent 
in  their  art  work. 

John  Herron  Art  Institute  offers  scholarships  to 
students  who  wish  to  study  art  further.  The  scholar- 
ship offered  by  the  institute  is  awarded  to  any  eligible 
art  student  who  wishes  to  attend  Saturday  classes  for 
one  year.  Any  eligible  art  senior  may  apply  for  a  col- 
lege scholarship.

Music  is  the  science  and  art  of  the  rhythmic 
combination  of  tones,  vocal  or  instrumental,  em- 
bracing melody  and  harmony.  The  Music  Department 
of  Ben  Davis  spends  many  hours  trying  to  develop 
tones  that  will  produce  pleasant  and  finer  qualities 
in  musical  entertainment. 

Mr.  William  Roderick  and  Mr.  Ralph  Chandler 
direct  the  choral  and  instrumental  groups  at  Ben 
Davis  six  periods  each  day. 

The  choir  is  divided  into  several  groups  with  the 
A  Cappella  and  Madrigal  Choirs  as  the  chief  goal  that 
all  chorus  students  hope  someday  to  enter. 

The  band  is  divided  into  an  A  and  a  B  band.  B  band 
is  called  Cadet  Band  and  is  set  aside  for  students  who 
wish  to  someday  be  eligible  for  A  band  but  need  more 
practice.  From  the  A  band  comes  the  "Marching 
Giants"  which  performs  at  many  public  appearances 
such  as  the  500  parade  and  the  welcoming  of 
celebrities. 

Both  groups  have  done  much  to  bring  honor  and 
recognition  to  Ben  Davis  High  School  throughout  the 
state  of  Indiana.

The  mothers  and  fathers  of  tomorrow  are  be- 
coming better  acquainted  with  the  responsibilities, 
duties,  and  problems  of  making  a  future  home  through 
the  Home  Economics  Department  of  Ben  Davis  High 
School. 

It  is  apparent  that  at  least  450  students,  67  of 
which  are  boys,  are  making  plans  for  the  most 
important  career  of  their  life. 

Subjects  offered  include:  Home  Ec.  I  and  III 
where  cooking  and  preserving  food  is  taught;  Home 
Ec.  II  and  IV  is  concerned  with  making  and  mending 
clothing;  Home  Ec.  V  teaches  marriage  and  family 
living,  and  Home  Ec.  VI  is  child  care.  Family 
Living,  taught  in  mixed  classes,  has  been  added  to  the 
curriculum  this  year.  It  is  offered  to  senior  boys  and 
junior  or  senior  girls  who  are  not  taking  Home  Ec.

All  that  they  need 
to  do  is  to  send  an  S.O.S.  to  Mrs.  Jessie  Kirk  and  her 
Department  Secretaries. 

Mrs.  Kirk,  head  of  the  Commerce  Department, 
assigns  a  student  who  is  in  business  training  to  each 
department  to  take  care  of  such  secretarial  duties  as 
answering  correspondence,  typing  tests,  or  taking  dic- 
tation. 

This  helpful  arrangement  does  more  than  just 
take  away  some  of  the  time-consuming  duties  for  the 
teacher,  it  also  gives  the  student  secretaries  practical 
experience  which  will  be  invaluable  when  they  step  out 
into  the  business  world.  Thus,  this  fine  group  is  further 
proof  that  we  can  often  benefit  ourselves  by  giving  ser- 
vice to  others.  Ben  Davis  is  proud  of  this  excellent 
service  organization  that  is  doing  so  much  to  make  the 
job  of  the  department  heads  a  little  easier. 
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In  the  basement  of  the  Senior  Building  is  a  small 
room  well-known  as  the  Book  Den.  Though  it  is  a 
small  room,  it  is  most  significant  in  the  lives  of 
each  student  at  Ben  Davis.  Everything  is  paid  for 
through  the   new    'fee   system'   at  the  Book  Den. 

Aiding  in  selling  school  supplies,  typing,  and 
accounting  are  only  a  few  of  the  duties  of  the  Book 
Den  assistants.  These  assistants  must  possess  such 
qualities  as  integrity,  grades,  ability  to  meet  the 
public,  and  neatness  in  appearance.  There  are  a  total 
of  28  assistants;  four  or  five  working  each  period. 

At  the  present,  the  Book  Den  is  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Mr.  Philip  Trees  assisted  by  Mr.  Jerry  Brown. 
Mr.  Trees,  who  previously  taught  with  his  wife  in  the 
Pacific,  has  been  manager  since  January  of  this  year.

1.  Admit  student  patients  to  clinic. 

2.  Give  minor  first  aid. 

3.  Assist  with  screening  procedures  such  as  vision 
tests  and  tuberculin  testing. 

4.  Refer  serious  illness  and  accidents  to  the  Deans, 
when  the  nurse  is  working  in  other  buildings  or 
making  home  visitations. 

5.  Make  beds,  keep  clinic  tidy  and  first  aid  supplies 
in  order.

Aside  from  these  three  adult  li- 
brarians, the  library  has  eighteen  senior  student  and  23 
page  student  librarians. 

The  function  of  a  library  in  a  school  is  to  locate 
material  for  term  papers,  book  reports,  and  to  store 
such  material  in  a  convenient  and  easy  locale  for  its 
proper  use. 

Classes  are  scheduled  into  the  library  during  the 
semester  for  instruction  in  the  use  of  material  avail- 
able for  each  particular  subject. 

The  Ben  Davis  Library  has,  at  the  latest  count, 
some  8,000  volumes  housed  in  two  rooms;  subscrip- 
tions to  around  100  magazines;  and  32  drawers  of 
pamphlet  material  including  occupational  material, 
biographical,  and  general. 

This  is  the  first  year  for  a  course  in  Library 
Science  available  to  freshmen  only.  One  full  year  is 
essential  for  one  credit.  The  first  semester  consists  of 
lessons  and  problems  and  the  second  semester  is 
composed  of  one  period  a  day  of  practical  work.

Each  year  the  Ben  Davis  High  School  Booster  Club 
presents  an  award  to  the  two  most  outstanding  senior 
athletes  who  participate  in  either  of  the  two  major 
sports,  basketball  or  baseball. 

These  special  awards  given  are  based  on  athletic 
skill,  ability,  sportsmanship,  and  coaching  ability. 

This  year  the  awards  were  presented  on  June  1 , 
Honor  Day,  by  Steve  Coppack,  president  of  the  Booster 
Club.  The  recipient  of  the  award  for  the  most  out- 
standing netman  was  Richard  Russell,  who  has  been 
playing  for  the  school  all  of  his  four  years  of  high 
school.

When  a  boy  enters  into  athletics  at  Ben  Davis 
High,  he  becomes  eligible  to  win  many  awards ,  to  gain 
recognition,  and  to  have  the  privilege  of  representing 
our  school  in  competition  with  other  schools  throughout 
the  state.
